MYSTERY SURROUNDS DEATH 

Floyd Chahey, Jr. Died Suddenly in 
Waukegan Sunday 



Ever of a despondent and morose dis- 
position when ill, 'incited by almost con- 
stant insomnia, nnd believing that he 
would never again be in good health, did 
Floyd Cbnney, 130 Btewart avenue, Wau- 
kegan, employed us bookkeeper nnd adver- 
tising man nt the Huin Ornstein store 
during the past two or three months, take 
his own life Sunday evening by Bwallowing 
nn overdose of chloral during the short 
time he was tuft alone by his wife, His 
wife, in speaking of the matter, admitted 
that that was her first thougtit, but that 
she could hardly believe, thu th a would do 
such n thing. 

The whole affair is shrouded in the 
greatest mystery and nothing definite will 
be known about the matter until the ver- 
dict of the coroner's jury hflB been returned. 

Mrs. Chancy was interviewed and talked 
very freely about the matter. Sho said 
that her husband had been in ill health for 
several years at more or less frequent per- 
iods, his principal complaint being stom- 
ach trouble. Ho has suffered from insomnia 
for a number of years, and this together 
with the fact that he wns never in good 
health are attributed by Mrs, Chaney for 
his despondent condition. 

Sunday evening he told his wife that he 
believed that be would like some oysters, 
ami ulthough both were nenrly ready for 
retiring, Mrs, Chaney went down stairs to 
telephone for a carriage to take them to 
sonic restaurant, leaving her husband in 
his room to get dressed for the trip. 

Mrs. Chaney says that sho busied herself 
about the kitchen for some little time and 
that after perhaps twenty minutes she 
culled up stairs to know if her husband hnd 
finished dressing, and receiving no response 
hurried up stairs and'saw her husband ly- 
ing upon his back on the bed as if he had 



attempted to rise nnd had fallen backwards 
through exhaustion. 

Mrs. Chancy said that the thought tbnt 
he was dead never entered her mind, and 
hurrying down stairs she telephoned 
for the doctor and a police officer, but whoa 
they arrived tho man wns dead, and tho 
surmise is that he wnB dead when first dis- 
covered by Mrs, Chaney. 

Mth. Chaney stated that her husband 
bad informed her that he wns taking 
chloral for tho purpose of inducing sleep 
as that was the only means by which be 
could obtain any sleep. She states that bo 
hud been obliged to take other narcotics 
for many years as he had always been 
troub'eJ r i h chionic insomnia. 

Speaking of the itnatter^ Mrs^J3hjjp3y- 
abiteil that the firW^^ftioVstio Thought 
of when she knew that her huaband was 
dead wus that he had taken nn overdose of 
the chloral. Sho states, however, that she 
cannot believe tbnt such was the case as it 
seems altogether too unlikely. > 

If death wns really due to the chloral as 
facts would seevn to bUow, it is very . likely 
thut dentil resulted in nn accidental man- 
ner. As uny one that is at all versed in 
medicine knows, a person who becomes ad- 
dieted to the chloral habit ns a means of 
sleep producer, must constantly increase 
the quantity of the drug in order to have 
tlm desired effect. In this manner the vic- 
tim of the drug U forced to laka n quantity 
large enough to ki'l an ordinary man. Tho 
danger is that in tnkingthe drug, the user 
may uaconsciously swallow an overdose 
and thus death would result. 

Of course it is merely a supposition that 
chloral caused Chaney's death, but still it 
seems rather pluusable inasmuch ns Mrs. 
Chaney herself rather leaned toward that 
version.

THE WASTE OF APPLES. 

Gno il rriilt I,o»f lo Hie Mitrkel 
TllMltlKll 1 1 ml Mil I p pitta Hyntent. 

Though one would not know R from 
market conditions, a Chicago correspond- 
ent en ys, it is a fnct tlint tho apple crap 
of tho United States this year Is 12,025,- 
000 barrets greater tlinn i-tst year — or 
3d, 120,000 barrels, /all told. Where two 
apples were nval table to delist the nppla- 
lover last year tho re are three now. Rath- 
er, there should bo three, but so great 
hns been the waste of apples which could 
not find markets that the consumer will 
not be able to benefit In anything like 
the proportion ho should. 

Early in tho season, when tho fall 
apples begnn to ripen, tho woe of tho 
man with tho big orchard wns pitiable. 
Ho would eco his trees breaking down- 
under the weight of fruit, nud know that 
even If ho limited the apples miles to n 
market town he could not g>?t better than 
20 cents n bushel for them, with n pos- 
sibility that the local dealers would 're- 
fuse to take them nt any price. The 
hogs wcro the main beneficiaries of the 
crop. 

When the winter apples ri|.ened the sit- 
uation was no better. An observer at a 
small town In central III i noli, from 
which the npplo product of about a 
third of a county wns shipped, hns re- 
ported thnt there wns a waste of 40,000 
barrels, in that territory alone, or about 
a quarter of the crop. 

Consumers in the cities lime benefited 
despite the waste by being able to get 
tho poorer grades of apples at very low 
.prices, but strange to say, tho better 
grades have sold at retail for almost ns 
high prices as they have brought in re- 
cent years of short crops. The quality 
of tho apples Is a little better, nnd the 
price a Utile lower, but the Improvement 
In both factors combined docH not begin 
to equal what would be expected from 
the huge production. 

The causes of the waste have been the 
high freight rates and a enr service which 
la not adequnte for the emergency. With- 
out tho cold storage warehouses and the 
development of fruit transportation lines, 
the situation would be' worse than It Is, 
nnd the country would have oven less 
benefits from the bounty of nature. Tbo 
problem of organization! to enable tho 
country to get the best use of Its re- 
sources Is an enormous one and will re- 
main such so long as the population con- 
tinues to grow. It Is one in which ev- 
ery citizen hns nn Interest, To make 
two apples grow where one grew before 
Is hardly more Important than to m.ike 
the two npplcs, when once they are 
' n , reach the mouths which wnnt

In a few years the United States will 
have tho finest wntcrway system in the 
world If Congress should vote ''its ap- 
proval of tho movement which looks for 
on annitnr appropriation of §50,000,000 
for waterway Improvement. 

Tho United States him within Its boun- 
daries, exclusive of seaboard, more than 
43,000 miles of waters which, with proper 
attention, should be nnvtgable. On theso 
she has spent up to date $*^00;0O»VOn"' 
the other hand, the tiny kingdom of Hol- 
land, with only 2,000 miles of navigable 
waterways^ has already spent on them 
more tlmn $1,500,000,000. France, with 
4,000 mile's, has spent ?1.120,000,00, 
while Belgium, with less than 1,300 miles, 
has since 1875 spent -in excess of $S0,- 
000,000, These large expenditures abroad 
have made rates there very tow, whereby 
shippers In general have benefited. 

The average appropriation -In this conn- 
try for each of the Inst ten -years for all 
the rivers nnd harbors has been about 
$10,000,000. Germany, It is pointed out, 
hns spent about four times- this sum on 
the harbor of Hamburg alone. On the 
harbor at Liverpool, England, $200,000,- 
000 has been spent. In fact, many a 
harbor In foreign lands has been Improv- 
ed and mode more useful to both pro- 
ducer nnd shipper at n cost exceeding 
tho whole annual appropriation of the 
United States. 

- The average cost of shipping one ton 
of goods ono mile by rail in the United 
States is 7.70 cents. On the other hnnd, 
the average tan mile cost In tho Great 
Lakes is only ,02 of a cent; on the lower 
Mississippi, one mill ; on the Ohio river 
to Cincinnati, one-third of one mill, and 
on the Erie canal, as estimated for Its

to soo pigecm-uoled. There are four'mcas- 
incs beside the appropriation billa, all of 
which aro likely to bo mentioned nt the 
coming fens inn, ami one or two of which 
are almost certain to bo passed . For the 
first time in its history tho shipping bill 
mny ho considered nn administration meas- 
ure. Tho ringing en 1 1 of Secretory Root, 
delivered nt tho trans-Mississippi Congress 
nt St. I, on is, demonstrated Hie necessity for 
such a bill and disclosed that tho President 
.was heartily in favor of it. There aro a 
great many powerful interests in favor of 
the hill also, perhaps not quite tho hill 
that is now resting in com in it lee, but n 
Subsidy bill none tho less, with the hope in 
tho background that certain of its pro- 
visions fou Id bo modi lied heforo tho bill 
was passed. Thus it is likely, in the scant 
time that will remain between appropria- 
tion measures, that n Ship Subsidy bill 
mnv bo jammed through. Thero is another 
subject, that of currency reform, which has 
been knocking at the doors of Congress for 
many years past. It is a subject of urgent 
interest and one which at Inst the finan- 
cial institution 4 of tho country seem to ho 
ngrecd on, Thera is little doubt that a hill 
embodying the suggestions of the currency 
coruniission, will be introduced at the next 
session, and it doubtless would be passed 
were it not that tho time limit is so much 
ngninst it. However, this may be regarded 
us J possible legislation. Tho two other 
measures, which stand comparatively little 
show, are tariff reform and the inherit- 
ance tax. With the general subject of 
tariff revision is bound up the question of 
Philippine tariff, which may possibly bo 
passed as a separate measure but which in 
all- probability will he put off to a more 
convenient season when the subject of tariff 
revision can bo considered na a whole. 
Frankly Bpeaking, the subject of inherit- 
ance taxation does not seem to stand the 
ghost of a show. There aro too many 
powerful interests ngninst it and too many 
other things which may he he used to side- 
track it nnd talk it to death without action 
at the prssont short session. Still the 
President is a persistent man and bo has a 
habit of getting his way even when ap- 
pearances arc much against him. He has 
already announced himself in favor of an 
inheritance tax law, nnd it is just possible 
he will succeed in having one put through 
even in spite of tho opposition that such a 
measure is suto to arouse. 



The next session of Congress is going to 
hare n very busy time ahead of it. Ordin- 
arily there would have been no thought 
that anything except the big supply bills 
could be passed, but the present times are 
not ordinary ones. President Roosevelt 
has a way of getting his own way nnd

SEA'S HEAVY DEATH TOLL. 

Over 1'lMr Mv«n I. oil Tills Si-nmm 

nn HI, l.invri'iici' Knot*, 

Over Dfty lives wore lost nud nearly 
a scuru of vessels were swept to de- 
struction on treacherous reefs nnd 
sandbars of the gulf ami Itlver St 
Lawrence during the season of nuvlgn- 
tlon now closed. Of sixty persons who 
jsji'lshed In tiw-i- waters within tha 
Inst your nearly fifty met death during 
November, the most disastrous to ship- 
ping lu the St. Lawrence In u dozen 
years. The ilnnnelnl losses aggregated 
$230,000. 

The majority of those, who perished 
weru lost from square-rigged vessels 
of foreign register. The most thrilling 
wreck during the mouth was thnt of 
tho Russian rull-rlgged Iron slilp Sovln- 
to of JFelslngfors, which struck on a 
bur off Priests Pond, IV E. L, during 
a furious northeast gulp, while on a 
voyage from Dnlhousle, N. B„ for Mel- 
bourne. Australia, with n cargo of 
lumber. Several of the crew weru 
killed by the falling H^irs. The big 
ship broke In two soon nfterwnrd and 
ten of the Sovlnto's men perished. 

Another disastrous wreck was Hint 
of tho Norwegian hark Adeonq of Aren- 
dnl, which was driven risbore by the 
same storm at Ulehlbucto. Copt. Johnn* 
sen nnd crew of ten men. one of them 
n German student, after remaining on 
board two days, evidently feared that 
the great setts which were constantly 
dashing over the vessel would Burnetii 
her to pieces, nud during the height 
of the gale they launched a boat and 
attempted to reach laud. The bont 
was capsized by a comber nnd the en- 
tire crew wns drowned. The' masts of 
the vessel went by the board nnd ev- 
erything movable was swept Into tho 
8Cii. The crew would have been snved 
Imd they remained nlmnrd ship, as the 
hull withstood the tremendous seas for 
ten days. When It was possible for a 
life-saving crew to reach the derelict 
the ship's cat was found alive In the 
forecastle. The Adeoua wns bound 
from Sexton for Preston, England, 
with lumber. 

Another Norwegian bnrk, supposed to 
be the Magdn, bound from Itlvlere I)u 
Loup, Quebec, for liueuos Ayrcs, wns 
lost with nil on board. The vessel 
struck on lied Island reef nnd found- 
ered. It Is thought Hint the cnptnln, 
his pilot nnd twelve men were lost. 
Half a dozen lives have been lost In 
the wrecks of schooners during the 
tall, but only four on board the dozen 
steamers stranded were drowned.

Transpor- 
tation and temporary homes were furnish- 
ed for those who desired to come. Tlio 
result Is entirely unexpected. Instead 
of makinjr a temporary abiding place of 
Seattle, the California people have be- 
come enamored of that city nnd there 
nre hundreds of them who will never ic- 
turn to San Francisco. 

This has resulted In a great boom for 
Senttle. The population is growing with 
wonderful strides and the commercial 
development Is unprecedented. Many of 
the great shipping interests of San Fran- 
cisco have transferred their headquarters 
to Seattle aud it Is an actual fact that 
the railroads, many of them, are quite 
unable to handle the great volume of 
business that has come to them. 

The railroads are realizing that Se- 
attle has a great future nnd an evidence 
of their faith is the big extensions that 
are being made and the heavy purchases 
In the open market of the necessary land 
for terminal facilities. 

Seattle people have had tbeir troubles 
with this unexpected booiii. Hundreds 
of the wealthy people of San Francisco, 
who came to Seattle after the earthquake 
and Ere, Immediately set ahout procuring 
homes for themselves and they have 
bought bouses that wore always used for 
renting purposes and have . practically 
forced the natives to make extraordinary 
efforts to shift for themselves, Hents 
have almost doubled and it Is next to 
impossible to secure a house at all.

TILLMAN IN FIERY TALK. 

Senator la Clilcnuo tccture TrcdleU

Senator Benjamin B. Tillman passed 
unscathed through an exciting meeting lu 
Orchestra Hall, Chicago, the other night 
There, for the ben- 
efit of the Chicago 
Dnlou hospital, the 
statesman and lec- 
turer from Soutli 
Carolina delved into 
tha heart of the 
rnce question. Iu 
dramatic answers 
to interrupt- 
ing questions he 
predicted war be- 
tween the black and 
white races within 
ten years. Two dis- 
turbers, one a col- 
ored man and the 
other u Hussion 
sympathiser, were 
n. E. tiiaman. arrested and taken 
from the gallery. The colored people of 
C'uicago had attempted to have the lec- 
ture called off because of the race preju- 
dice it might arouse. 

Tha speaker argued that the fifteenth 
amendment had not conferred »uu*ruge on 
the colored man, becauac it did not confer 
It on the white man, declaring that It 
simply prohibited any State, from enact- 
ing a law discriminating on account of 
color. "So the southern people are con- 
fronted with a prohibition which says, 
'Make any rule you please, provided it 
applies to both races alike,' 

"Now, how many of you know that 
there arc 30,000 more colored than white 
people in tho States of North Carolina, 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama and Missis- 
sippi? How many of you know that In 
South Carolina there ore 230,000 more 
blacks than there aro whites? South Car- 
olina and Mississippi are swimming for 
their lives. 

"You make up your minds tbat equality 
before the law is right nud should be en- 
forced, notwithstanding It would result 
In two States at leant being absolutely 
dominated by tho negroes." He declared 
the North was face to face with the prop- 
osition "In tho near future, if not at this 
time, I have been charged with advo- 
cating lynch law. I have Just! (led lynch 
law for one crime; that Is all. I don't 
believe lu lynch law."

The Lighthouse hotel, a three-story 
structure at Ninth and Mnrket streets, 
St. Louis, utilized as a Salvation Army 
harrackR, mis damn^ed by fire early 
Wcdnesdoy, when probably 500 homclost 
men were lodged within it. Six lost 
their lives and probably thlrty-uva wors 
Injured, about half that number belntf 
seriously Injured, some not being expect' 
cd to live. 

The fire started on the third floor nnd 
swept through tho old building rapidly. 
.Men fought at the windows to secure the 
llfc-Huca aud sllda to the street, but so 
great was tho frensy with which tha 
ropes were seized and held that they 
were of little avail and those who could 
not escape by tho stairway leaped from 
the windows. A large number of those 
who jumped were caught ■ fn , nets, but 
many jumped before the nets were 
stretched nnd wore Injured, .There was 
only one stairway and the panic stricken 
men surged down this stairway to tho 
Btrcet, only to find the door locked. A 
Jam resulted and probably a great loss of 
life would havo occurrd had not firemen 
promptly burst the door open, permit- 
ting tho frenzied men to pour out Into 
t ii'i street. Tho cause of the hre has not 
been ascertained. 

The building was a three-story struc- 
ture and tho majority of tho lodgers were 
on the upper floors. . At every window 
could he seen tho forms of half-naked 
men, calling to Bremen in terror, and a 
few moments later leaping from tho 
burning building to bo crushed on tho 
sidewalk below. Life lines, fastened at 
windows, provided means of escape for 
scores of the 500 lodgers.

Tho Santo Domingo treaty, hanging 
Are foy two years, will also receive the 
attention of the Senators, together with, 
tho Isle of Pines treaty. 

Tho eight-hour nnd nntl-lnjunctlon 
measures, the demand for which by or- 
ganized labor, prompted the American 
Federation of Labor's recent excursion 
Into the pojltlcul field, will come up 
for discussion during thu session. The 
eight-hour bill has been favorably re- 
ported by the nouse Committee W 
Labor. Speaker Cannon's opposition 
has prevented It from being placed be- 
fore the House. The anti-injunettou 
measure which President Itooscvelt has 
promised the lnbor people he will per- 
sonally consider, Is awaiting nctlon nt 
the hands of the Judlclnry Committee 
of tho Ilcuse. 

Tho crcnlon of an elastic currency to 
meet the demands of the bankers and 
prevent panicky conditions, owing to 
periodical stringency In tho money mnr- 
ket will also be discussed. 

The measure nml; log mora stringent 
the regulations governing the admission 
of aliens into this couutry will un- 
doubtedly become a law. 

The question of bigger battleships 
will be one of the most Important ques- 
tions to be decided. Tbo Navy Depart- 
ment has prepared plans for a warship 
to surpass the English Drend naught, 
but the question of embarking upon 
such a policy was left at the last sen- 
slcya to be determined nt this one. , 

There promises to be further agita- 
tion of Cuban Independence. 

Thero may be a congressional Inves- 
tigation of the government printing 
office owing to tho bitter personal dif- 
ference* -which appear to have devel- 
oped between tbo public printer nnd 
several thousand employes. .Incidental- 
ly the matter of President Bopseyclt's 
simplified spoiling order will comb up. 
President Roosevelt will send a spe- 
cial message to Congress relating to the 
Panama canal. 

- Postal reforms In the matter of sec- 
ond-class mail mutter will bo djscusscd 
nnd thero will be the' usual light over 
tho subsidy paid to the Southern Rail- 
road Compnny ' for Its fast mall train 
from Washington to , Now Orleans. 

Thero will bo heard occasionally the 
voice of tho tariff revisionist. He jwns 
prominent; lu tho speaking program of 
the last sesBuvt nnd hnsuot yet! worn, 
out bis arguments or 'his' voice. The

Hut 
no far as" possible the abuae of the power 
Btiould be provided ngainat by aoiue such 
law n» I advocated Inat year- 

In this matter of Injunctions there la 
lodged lu the bunds of- the Judiciary a uec- 
eatary power which Is nevertheless sub- 
ject to the possibility of. grnve abuse. It 
Is a power that should -be exercised with 
extreme care arid should be subject to tho 
Jealoua scrutiny of nil men, and condom- 
nation should be meted out as much to 
the judge who fails to use It boldly when 
necessary as to the judge who uses It 
wantonly or oppressively. There must be 
no hesitation In denting with, disorder. 
But there must likewise bo no snch iHjums 
of the Injunctive |»iver as Is Implied tn 
forbidding laboring men to Btrlve for their 
own betterment in peaceful and lnwlul 
ways: nor must tho Injunction bo uaed 
merely to nid tome big corporation In car- 
tying out schemes for Its owu aggrandize- 
ment. It must be remembered that a pre- 
liminary Injunction In a labor case, it 
granted wltlwut adegunte proof (even 
when authority can lie found to support 
the conclusliius of law on which it la 
founded), may often settle the dispute 
between the parties; and therefore It im- 
properly granted may do irreparable 
wrong. Yet there are many. Judges who 
nssiimo n matter-of-course granting « 
a preliminary m junction to be the ordi- 
nary nnd proper Judicial disposition or 
mult enseal and there lmve undoubtedly 
been flagrant wrongs committed by Judges 
In connection with labor dispute* even 
within thelnit few years, although I 
think much less often than in former 
yenrs. Such judges by their unwlM ac- 
tion Immensely strengthen lire hands or 
those who nro striving entirely * to Ho 
away with the power of Injunction : and 
therefore such cnrclesa iiho or tho Injunc- 
tive process tends to threaten Its very 
existence, for if tho American peoplo ever 
become convinced that this proceas Is 
habitually abused, whether In matters af- 
fi cling laborer In matters affecting cor- 
porations. It will bo welt-ulgh Impossible 
to prevent' Its abolition. 

The -'Crime o( C»-!ictilii«. 
In connection with the delays of tho 
law. I will your attention nnd the aWen- 
tlon of tire nation to tho prevalence of 
crime nmong us, nnd nbovc all to tho epi- 
demic of lynching nnd mob vlolenco that 




rape they aucedlly extend the sphere of 
their operation* nml lynch for many other 
kinds of crimes, so that I wo- thirds of the 
'yucblngs are nut for rape nt nil, while 
a considerable propoitlon of tho Individ- 
ual h lynched r.re Innocent of nil crime. 
Where nny crime committed by a mem- 
ber of one race against a meinlior of au- 
di i it race Is avenged In such' fashion 
that It Hi'i'iiiM as If not the Individual 
"rlmlnnl, hut the wliole raw, is attacked, 
tne result Is to cxaBpernte to the highest 
degree race feeling. Tlu*ro Is but ouesnfo 
Mile In dealing with black men as with 
white men; It i* the same rule that must 
bo applied In dealing with rich men nnd 
pour men; tlml Is to [rent each man, 
whatever his color, tils creed, or Ida social 
position, wild nren-iianded Justice on his 
i en I iv o rib ns ,i mail, hvery colored man 
hlinuld realize that the worst enemy of 
his race Is (he negro criminal, and above 
nil the negro crlmlnnl who commits tho 
dreadful crime of rnpe; and It should ho 
felt as In the highest degree nn offenae 
npnlnst the whole country, and ngalnst the 
colored race hi particular, for n colored 
matt to fall to help the ofllceni of the law 
In hiintlagdown with nil possible earnest- 
ness and zeal every mich Infamous offend- 
er. .Moreover, In my judgment, tire crime 
of rape should always be punished with 
dentil, as Is the enso with murder; nasault 
with Intent to 'commit rapo should ho 
matte a enpitnl crime, at lenst In the dis- 
cretion of the court ; and provision should 
he ramie by which the punishment may 
fallow Itnthcdlately upon the heels of the 
uflensc. '{ 

There Is nnotlicr matter which has a 
direct hearing imoii this matter of lynch- 
ing and of the brutal crime which some- 
times calls It forth and nt other times 
merely furnishes the excuse for Its ex- 
istence; (N*o more Bliort-alghted policy 
can be hnttgl ned thnn, In the fancied in- 

Jerest of fyne class, to prevent the ed li- 
lt t ton of Miolher class. The free public 
school, tli [ I chance for, each boy or girl 
to get it 0tK>d elementary education, lies 
nr the foundation of our whole political 
a!t nnt Ion. In every community the poorest 
citizen a, those who need the school** most, 
would he deprived of them If they only 
received school facilities proportioned to 
the (axes they paid, This Is as true of 
oro portion of cur country as of another, 
l.itlior ii ud < 'null n I. 

In dealing with both labor and capital, 
with the ipicHiions affecting both corjront- 
lloiia and trndea unions, there Is one mat- 
ter more ImiHirtnut to remember,.' than 
might else, and that Is the infinite harm 
done by preachers of mere dlseouteut. 
Thesu aru the men who seek to excite n 
violent class hatred .ngainat nil men of 
wealth. They seek to turn wise nnd 
proper movements for the better control 
of corporation a and for doing nwny with 
the Abuses connected with wealth. Into 
a campaign of hysterical excitement nnd 
falsehood in which the aim Is to Inflame 
to madness the bruin I p sua ions of man- 
kind. The aSnlster demagogues and fool- 
ish visionaries who nre always eager to 
undertake such n campaign of destruc- 
tion same times seek to associate them- 
selves with those working for n' genuine

Uncti section, north, 
south, east or west, has Its own faults;

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In- uoi!^ oi-pr(rform In govpfnntental and' social ineth 
oils, nnd BOmetlmcs mnsnucrndo as sue) 
reformers, In reality they are the worst 
enemies of the cause they profess to ad 
vocate, Just as the purveyors of seiisa 
tlonnl Blunder in newspaper or maciiziiit 
nre* the worst cnemlea of all men who arc 
cngng«l in nn liontst effort to better 
what ts bad in our social nnd govern- 
mental conditions. To preadi hatred of 
the rich man na such, to carry on a cntn- 
nuigu of slaader and Invective against 
him, to .seek to mislead and Inflame to 
umdncas iioiieat men whose lives are hard 
and who linec not the kind of mental 
training which will permit them. to appre- 
ciate the danger In the doctrines preach- 
ed — all this la to commit a crime against 
the body politic nnd to he false to every 
worthy principle and tradition of Ameri- 
can nut limn 1 life. Corruption la never 
so rife as in communities where tho dem- 
agogue and Mie agltntor bear full sway, 
because (n such communities all moral 
bauds become loosened, and hysteria and 
avnsatlonallsm replace the spirit of sound 
judgment and fair dealing ns between 
man and man. In sheer revolt agnlnat 
the aqua lid nnnrcliy thus produced men 
nre sure in the end to turn toward nny 
lender who can restore order, nnd then 
their relief nt being tree from the Intol- 
erable burdens of class hatred, violence, 
and demagogy Is such that they cannot 
for some time he aroused to Indignation 
against misdeeds by men of wealth ; so 
that i hey permit a new growth of tho 
very abuses which were In part respon- 
sible for the original outbreak. Tim one. 
hope for success for our people lies in 
a resolute and fearless, but sano and cool- 
h en ilea, advance along tbo path marked

Tho plain people who think — the me- 
chunk*, fnrmors, merchants, workers 
with hend or hnnd, too men, to whom 
American traditions are dear, who love 
their country .:nd try to act deccutly by 
their neighbors, owo it to themselves to' 
remember that the most damaging blow 
that can bo given popular government Is 
to elect an unworthy- and sinister agita- 
tor on a platform of- violence nnd hypoc- 
risy, 

The ISlffht-Uuur Law, 
So far ns It 1b In our power, It should 
1m our aim -Jtendlly to reduco the num- 
ber -of hours of Inbor, with as a goal the 
general' Introduction of nn eight-hour 
day. There are Industries In which It Is 
not possible that the hours of labor 
should he reduced; Just ns there aro com- 
munities not far enough advanced for 
Bttch a movement to. bo for their good, or, 
if hi the tropics, so situated that there 
Is no analogy between their needs' and 
ours In this .nutter. On tho Isthmus of 
Panama, for Instance, the conditions nre 
In every way so different from what thoy 
arc hern that ah eight-hour day would 
be nbsurd : Just ns it is absurd, so far 
as tliu isthmus Is concerned, where will to 
labor cannot bo employed,, to bother as to 
whether tho necessary work' Is done by 
alien black men or by alien yellow men. 
Rut tire wngo.. workers, of the United 
Stales-are of to high it grade that alike 
from tire merely Industrial standpoint nnd 
from the civic standpoint It "should- bo 
our object to do what wo can in tho di- 
rection of wearing the general observ- 
ance of an eight-hour day. Until ro- 
ccntly-'Ute olght-ltouv law.on.our federal 
statute books -linn been -very scantily ob- 
served. Now. hotyevor, '■largely- through 
the Instrumentality of tbo btirequ of. la- 
bor, It Is being rigidly enforced,.

The horrors 
Incident to tho employment of young 
children In factories or at work anywhere

.Many' strikes and lockouts would not 
hnvo occurred had tho pn riles to tbo dis- 
pute been required to nppcnr before nn un- 
prejudiced body representing tho nation 
and, face to face, atnto the reasons for tliclr 
contention. In most Instance* tho dispute 
would doubtless lie found lo be due to a 
misunderstanding by ench of tlio otller's 
right*, nKirrnvntcd by an tin willingness of 
either party tu accept as true the stnte- 
Monts of the other ns to the Justice or In. 
Justice of the mutter* In dispute. The cx- 
ercho of a Jadlclnt -spirit by a disinter- 
ested body representlni; tho Pcdernl gov- 
ernment, such aa would be provldod by .ft 
commission on conciliation and arbitration. 
would tend lu create an atmosphere of 
friendliness and conciliation between con- 
tend I nc pari les; and tho giving each side 
an eqiutf opportunity to present fully It* 
case In the presence of the oilier would 
prevent many dispute* from developing into 
serious 'strikes or lockout*, and, In other 
cases, would ennlilH tbo commission lo per- 
suade the opposing parties to come to 
terms. 

WilhilrniviU nt Coitl l.mnl*. 
(t I* not wise th nt tbo nnt Ion should 
alienate Its renin In log coal innfls. il havo 
temporarily withdrawn from settlement nil 
{lis la ml* which tlm geological survey bns 
indicated ns cotitnlnlng, or In all probabil- 
ity containing, coal. The question, how- 
ever, enn Imj properly settled only »y legl*- 
Intlun. which In my J u. In meat should pro- 
vldu for the withdrawn) of these lands from 
sale or from, entry, save In certain especial 
r! re. i ims tun res. The ownership would then 
remain In the Culled State*, which shojld 
nor, however, attempt to work litem, but 
jwrinlt them to he worked' by private Indi- 
vidual* under a royalty system. 

Control of Corporal lonM. 

The present Congress ban taken long 
stride* In the direction of securing proper 
*up«!ivIslon and Coutrol by the nntloual 
government over corporations engaged iu 
Interstate business — and tho enormous ma- 
jority of corporal Ions of any »1m> nre en. 
gm;ed In Interstate business. The pnssnite 
of the railway rate bill, nnd or.ly to tt less 
decree the passage of the pure food bill, 
aad the provision for Increasing and. ren- 
dering more effective national control over 
the iMref-pncklnK Industry, mark an import- 
ant advance In the proper direction. At) 
these laws have already Justified their en- 
nctincnt. It must not be suppoiicil, how- 
ever, tbnt with the passagu of tlieae laws 
It will bo possible to stop progress along 
tho line of Increasing the power of tho 
national govcrntncjnt over the use of capital 
In Interstate commerce. For example, there 
will ultimately lie need of enlnrj-liig the pow- 
ers of the Interstate commerce commission 
nloog several dltfereat lines, so aa to glvo 
It n lnntcr and more cilklent control over 
the mil run lis. 

It cannot often be renentcd that ex- 
perience has conclusively shown the impos- 
Mlhlllty of Kor.urJtij.* by the actions of nearly 
hnlr a hundred different State Legislature* 
anything but Ineffective chaos In tho way 
of dealing with the great corporations 
which do not operate exclusively within 
the limits of nny one State, in some 
methods.. whether by a national license, laiv 
or la other fashion, wo must exercise, nml 
that at nn early date, a far more complete 
control than at present over these great 
corporation* — n control that will nmong 
other things prevent the evils of excesnlve 
over-cnpItallEittlon, ■ anil (lint will compel 
tbo disclosure by each big corporation of 
Us stockholder* aad of Its properties and 
business, whether owned directly or through 
subsidiary or nth I luted corporations. This 
will tend to put a atop to tho securing of 
Inordinate, profits by rnvoreil Individual* at 
tbo expense whether of the general public, 
the stockholders, or tbo wngeworkera. Our 
effort should bo not so much to prevent con- 
solidation as Bitch, but bo to supervise and 
control It bb to nee tbnt It results In no 
barm to the people, 

So the proper -antidote to the dangerous 
and wicked agitation ngntnat the men of 
wealth a* such Is to secure by proper legis- 
lation and executive action 'the abolition 
of the grave abuse* which actually do olitnln 
In co m i iv th, ii with the hunlneu use of 
wealth under our present system — or rath- 
er no system— of failure to exercJie nny ad- 
equate, control at nil. Some persons speak 
as If the exercise of such governmental 
control would do away with the freedom 
of Individual Initiative and dwnrf Individ- 
ual effort. This Is not a fact. It would 
be a veritable calamity to fall to put a 
premium upon Individual initiative, Indlvtd- 
ula capacty and effort i upon the energy, 
character and foresli-ht which. It la so Im- 
portant to encournce In the Individual, Hut 
as n matter of fact the deadening and de- 
grading effect of pure socialism, and the de- 
struction of .Individual character which they 
would bring about, are In part achieved by 
tbe wholly tin reg u In led competition which 
results In a single Individual or corporation 
rising at the expense of all other* until 
bis or Us rise effectually checks nil coot- 
pet It Ion and reduces former competitors to 
a position of utter Inferiority and subor- 
dination. - 

In enacting nnd enforcing such legisla- 
tion as this Congress already linn to Its 
credit, we nro working oa a coherent plan, 
with the steady endeavor to secure the 
needed reform by the Joint action of the 
modcratu men, the plain men who do not 
wish anything hysterical or danj;eroua, but 
who do Intend to de.il In resolute common- 
aenso fashion with the real and great evils 
of the present system, Tho reactionaries 
and the violent extremists show symptoms 
of Joining bands asalnst us. Doth assert, 
for Instance, tbht If logical, we should go 
to government ownership of railroads and 
the like; the reactionaries, liecause on Buch 
nn Issue they think tho people would stand 
with them, while- the extremists care rather 
to preach discontent and ngltntlon' than to 
achieve solid results, As a matter of fact, 
our position Is aa remote from that of tho 
lloiirlion reactionary as from tbnt of the 
Impracticable or sinister visionary. Wo hold 
that tho government should nut conduct 
the business of tho nation, but that It 
should exercise such supervision ns will In- 
sure its being conducted In the Interest of 
tho nltllou. Our aim Is, so far as may be, 
to secure, for ail decent,' hard- work log meo, 
euuallty of opportunity and equality of bur- 

Tbo!' actual working' of our laws has 
shown that the effort to prohibit all com- 
bination, uood or bnd.'Is obnoxious where It 
1b not effective. Combination of capital, 
like combination of labor, Is n ueeetsnry 
element of our present. Industrial system. 
It Is -not possible completely to prevent It; 
nnd If It wore possible, such complete * pre- 
vention ;woulll no dBinasa to the body poli- 
tic. What wo need' Is not vainly to*try to 
prevent 'all combination, but to, secure such 
rigorous; and adequate control and lupmu- 
t 



Ion of the combination* as to privent their I 
InJurlttK llw public, or«lat I rig In such form 
ii* Inevitably t'ijjg» r .".rftTii Injury — fur the 
mere Tnct tbnt R*C»WrWltinMiin him secured 
practlrnlly complete control of a necessary 
nt life would under nny orctimstnnce* show 
Unit such cnmhlnntlon wu* to lie presumed 
to be ndrerse tu the public Interest. It I* im 
fortuntilu Itiat our present Imvn should for- 
bid nil comhl nn lions. Instead of sharply dis- 
criminating ttflween those combination* 
which do good and those coiahluiillona which 
do evil. Itebaten, for Innlnnci*. are ns often 
due to the pressure of big shipper* tna was 
shown In the Invest Inat Ion of the Standard 
Oil Cntnpnny nnd n* bus lieen shown since 
by the lnvestlgatlun of the tobacco and 
sugar trust*) ns to tbo Initiative of big 
rnllronds. Often rnllromls would like to 
combine for the purpose of preventing a his 
shipper from maintaining Improper ndv.int- 
nge* nt the expense of small shippers nnd 
of the general public. Hitch a combina- 
tion, Instead of lielng forbidden by law, 
nl 1 1 ml 1 1 lie favored. In other words, It should 
he permitted to railroads to make agree- 



ments, provided these ngreemenn were bhiic- 
tlonod by the Interstate commerce commis- 
sion and wre published. With these two 
conditions compiled with It Is Impossible to 
see what hnrui *uch a combination could 
do to tbo public at large, 

Inhcrlfiiticu nml Income Tux. 
The question of taxation I* dllbcult la 
any country, but It Is especially iilfllcult la 
ours with Its federal system of government. 
Some taxes nhoiild on every ground l« levied 
In n small dint He t for use In that district. 
Th«* lbo taxation of real estate is peculiar- 
ly one for the Immediate locality lu which 
the real estate Is found. Again, there la 
no more legltlmnte tax for any State (hnii 
n tax on the franchise "xuifcrteil by the 
State upon street mil roads 'nnd similar cor- 
porntlons which operate wholly within the 
StlltC I >o ll n dories, some I lutes 111 one nnd 
sometime* In several munlel pall tie* or oOi- 
er minor divisions of the Stale. Hut there 
are many kinds of tnxex width can only be 
levied by the general government so us to 
prin In re the 1*!*t- result *, been use, 'among 
other reasons, the ntteni|it to luipore them in 
one particular State too often results mere- 
ly In driving the corporation or Individual 
affected to some other locality or oilier .State. 
The mi tlonnl government ha* long derived 
Its chief revenue from a tariff on Imports 
mid from nn Internal or excise tax. In ad- 
dition to these there i* every reason why. 
when next our nyslcui of taxation Is revised, 
the national government should Impose ft 
grndnnted Inheritance tax, and, if possi- 
ble, a graduated I u come tax. The man of 
great wealth owes n peculiar obligation to 
the State, because be derives special advan- 
tages from the mere existence of govern- 
ment. Nut only should be recognlxc this 
obligation In the way he lend* his dally 
Ufa and In the way bo 'earns and spends 
bis money, hut It should also lie recognized 
by the way In which he pnys for the protec- 
tion the State gives him. On the one haad. 
It la desirable that he alvmikl assume his 
full mid proper share of the burden of tnx- 
ntloa; on the other hand, ft Is quite ns 
necessary that In this kind of taxation, 
where the men who vote the tnx pny hut 
little of It, tbero should be clear recogni- 
tion or the danger of Inaugurating nny 
such system save In a spirit or entire Jus- 
tlce nnd moderation. Whenever we, as a 
people, undertake to remodel our taxation 
system along tbo lines suggested, we muMt 
make It clear beyond neradventure that our 
aim 1* to distribute the burden of support- 
ing the government mnre equitably than 
nt present : thnt wo Intend to treat rich man 
nnd poor man on a basis af absntute coital- 
Ity, and thnt we regard It aa equal I v fatal 
to true democracy to do or permit Injustice 
to the ono as to do or permit injustice to 
the other. 

I nro well aware thnt such n subject as 
thla need* long nnd careful sdudy lu order 
that tho people may become fn miliar with 
what Is proposed to be done, nmy clearly 
see the necessity of proceeding with wisdom 
amr self-restraint, and may make up their 
minds Just how fnr thoy are witling to go 
In the itm tier; while only trained legisla- 
tors enn work out the project In necessary 
detail. But f feel tbnt In tlie near futuro 
our national legislators should enact n law 
providing for n graduated tnlieniaiiLtt tnx 
by which n steadily Increasing rate of duty 
should be put upon nil monevs or other 
valuables coming by gift, bequest, or ile*l*e 
to nny individual or corporation / 

Eiluentlon of the Former. 

The only other persona whoso welfare Is 
ns vital to the welfare of the whole coun- 
try a* I* the welfare of tho wage workers 
are the inters of tho soli, the fanners. It 
la "i mere truism to any that no growth 
of cities, no growth of wealth, no Industrial 
development enn ntono for any fulling Dff 
n the character and standing of Uia farm- 
ing populntlon. During tbu last few de- 
ende* this fnct has been rccognlxcd with 
ever-Increasing clearness. There 1* no long- 
er nor failure to renllxe thnt farming, nt 
least la certain branches, muat becoma n 
technical ami sclent tile profession, Tbls 
mean* that there must bo open to farmers 
tho chnuco foe technical and scientific train- 
lag, not theoretical merely hut of the most 
Bcvcrely practical type. This education of 
the farmer It peculiarly necessary here in 
the United States, where the frontlet con- 
ditions even In the newest States have now 
nearly vanished, where there must U a 
substitution of a more Intensive system of 
cultivation for the old wasteful farm man- 
agement, nnd where there must be a better 
bus I nes* organisation among the limners 
themselves. 

Several factors must co-operate In the Im- 
provement of the farmer's condition, lie 
must hnvo the chance to be educated lo the 
widest possible seuse — In the a enso which 
keeps ever In view the Intimate relationship 
bet ween tho theory of eduction nnd the fnct* 
of life. This Is especially true or the farm- 
er. All students now realize that educa- 
tion must neck to train the executive pow- 
ers of young people nnd to confer nioro 
real significance upon the phrase "dignity 
of labor," nnd to prepare the pupils so 
that In addition to each developing In the 
highest degree hla Individual capacity far 
work, thoy may together help create a 
right public, opinion, nnd show In many 
ways social and co-operative anlrlt. Or- 
ganisation has become necessary tn tho bus- 
iness world, nnd It has accomplished much 
for good In the* world of Inbor, it Is no 
less necessary for farmers. 

Moreover, while In the long run vnlun- 
tnry effort will prove more adieu clous than 
government ' assistance, while tbo farmer* 
must primarily do most tor Hi em selves, yet 
tho govern in cot can also do much. The 
department of agriculture bus broken new 
ground In ninny direction*, and year by 
year It llnds how It can Improve Its meth- 
ods and, develop fresh usefulness. Its con* 
■ tnnt effort Is to give tbo governmental as- 
sistance In tho moat effective wny;.th3t Is, 
through associations of fanners rath or than 
to or through Individual farmers, 
Irrlymtlon nntl 'Forest rreuerrntlon. 

Much la now being done for tho States 
of the Kocky Mountains aad Ureal Plain* 
through tho development of tbo national 
policy of irrigation nnd for'c»t preserva- 
tion j nongovernment policy for the better- 
ment of'our Internal conditions has been 
more fruitful of good than this. Tho for- 
est* or tho. White Mountain* and Southern 
Appalachian regions . should also bo pre- 
served ; and they can not he unless flic peo- 
ple of the States, In which they He, through 
their representative* In Congress, secure 
vigorous action by tbo nntloual govern- 
ment. 

Mnrrloirc nnd Divuree Lmva. 

1 am well aware of how dlflenlt It I* to 
paw o, constitutional amendment. Never- 
thelcs* la my Judgment the whale rpiestlon 
of marriage and divorce should ls> relegated 
to tbo authority of the National Conh'iess. 
M preiont the wide differences In the laws 
of ihu -different States on this subject result 
In scandals and abuaes; nnd surely there la 
nothing to vitally essential tt> the welfare 
of tho nation, nothing around which the 
nation should so bend -Itself to throw every 
safeguard, aa the homo life of- lh# average 
cltlxcn, .The change , would bo guod from 
ovory standpoint. Id' partlculsi It would 



be good becnusu It would confer on the Con- 
gte*s tile power ttt tune tu deal r.i ileit.y 
and eillclenily with polygamy; and thl* 
Nhonld be done whether ur not marriage 
and divorce nre dealt with, It Is neither 
snfe nor proper to leave the ipietttlon of 
polygamy to he dealt with by the several 
States. Power lo deal with It should be 
conferred on the national government. 
i><- v i-ioinm-nt <if A inert en ii Hht|>i'lnjr> 
[,i>( me once ngaln call the attention of 
the Congress to the question of developing 
American shipping. I trust that a law em- 
bodying In substance the views, ur n major 
part of the views, expressed In the report 
on this subject In hi before the House nt 
Us last session, will be passed, tt will 
of course bene ill primarily our seaboard 
Stntes, such as Maine, f/julslnnn nnd Wash-

A' ceil nf Currency It r form. 
I especially call your intention to the 
condition of our currency law*. The na 
tlounl bank net lin* nbly served a great pur- 
jhui' In ni ill m; the enormous business derel* 
npnient of the country; nnd within ten 
year* there tin* been an Increase In clccu- 
latloa per capita from f 21,41 to fll.l.DH. 
For seevral year* evidence has been accumu- 
lating that additional legislation I* need- 
ed. The recurrence of ench croiv senson 
emphasize* the defect* or the present law*. 
There must soon lie a revision or them, be- 
cause to leave them ns they are mean* to 
Incur liability of business disaster. Since 
your body adjourned there lias been n fluc- 
tuation In the Interest on call money from 
'2 per cent to an per cent ; and the tlnclii. 
niton was even greater durlnjr die preceding 
six month*. Tho Secretory of flic Treasury 
io.ii to step In and by wise action put n 
stop to the most vloteat period of oscilla- 
tion, liven worse thna such lluctiintloii Is 
the advance In rouinierchil rates nad the 
uncertainty felt la the sulflclency of credit 
even at high rate*. All commercial Inter- 
ests Buffer durlii* each crop period. Kv 
cesnlve rate* for call money In N'ew York 
attract money from the Interior banks into 
the Hpecutntlvu field ; this deplete* tit" fund 
that would otberwlse be available for com- 
mercial uses, and commercial borrowers are 
forced to pay abnormal rates: so that each 
fall a tax, In the shape of Increased Inter- 
est charges. Is phtred on the whole com- 
merce of the country. 

Tho mere statement of these facts shows 
that our present system 1* seriously defec- 
tive. There Is need of n change.. I do not 
press any especial plan. 

Tlie l'hlllpittne Tixrirr, 

1 most earnestly hope that the hill to 
provide a lower tariff for or el*e absolute 
free trade In Philippine product* will be- 
come a Inw. N'o harm will come to any 
American Industry : and while there will be 
soini* small but real material Iienctlt to the 
[■'HI (ilnos, tho main benefit will come by the 
showing made as to our purpose to do nil 
In nur power for their welfare. So far our 
anion In the Philippines has been ahund' 
nntly Just bled, not mainly and Indeed not 
primarily because or the added dig In Ity Ii 
lias given us as a nation by proving thnt 
we nre capable honorably nnd efficiently to 
bear the International , burden* whlcti n 
mighty people should hear, but even more 
because of the Immense benefit that ha* 
come to the people of pie Philippine Islands. 
In these islands we are steadily Introducing 
lwth lllierty nnd order, to a greater degree 
than their people have ever before known, 
and next spring, If conditions warrant, we 
ahnll take a great at ride forward lu test- 
ing their capacity for self-government by 
summoning the tlrst Filipino legislative as- 
sembly ; and the way In which thoy stand 
this test will largely determine whether the 
self-government thus granted will be In- 
creased or' decreased ; fur If we have erred 
at all in the Philippines It has been In pro- 
ceeding too rapidly In the direction or 
granting a Inrge measure of self-government. 

American citizenship should ho conferred 
on the eltliena ol Porta Ulcn. The harbor 
of Snn Juaa In Porto Itlco should be 
dredged and improved. The expenses of the 
Federal court of Porto Itlco should, be 
met from the Federal treasury. Tho admin- 
istration of the affairs of 1'orto Itlco, to- 
gether wltli those of the Philippines, lln- 
wnll, and our other Insular possesions, 
should all be directed under one executive 
department X by prererence tho department 
of stote or the department of war. 

Intcruntlunnl Mnrnllty, 

Not only must we treat nil nations fairly, 
but we must treat with Justice, and. good 
will nil Immigrants who como hero under 
the Inw. Whether thoy nre Catholic or 
Protestant. Jew or Gentile; whether they 
come from England or Uermnny, Ituuilii, 
Japan, or Italy, matters nothing. All we 
liiive, a right to u neat Ion 1b the, mnn'S con- 
duct. If he Is honest and upright In hla 
dealings with his neighbor and with the 
state, then he Is entitled to respect and 
good treatment. Especially do we need to 
remember our duty to tho atranger within 
our gate*. It U the sure mark of a low 
clvlliiatluu, n low morality, to abuse or 
discriminate agnlnat or In any way humili- 
ate such stranger who has come hero law- 
fully and who la conducting himself prop- 
erly. To remember this Is Incumbent on 
every American citizen, nnd It Is of con no 
peculiarly Incumbent on every government 
official, whether of the nation or of the sev- 
eral states. 

I am prompted to say thla by tho attitude 
of hostility here and there assumed toward 
the Japanese In thla country. This untlll- 
ty 1* sporadic and Is limited to a very few 
place*. Nevertheless, It la moat discredit- 
able to us na a people, nnd It may bo fraught 
with the gravest cuuseuuenres to the nation. 

Tbe Japai.cte people have woa In a sin-. 
file generation tbo right to stand abreast 
of tho foremoit and most enlightened peo- 
ples of Kurope and America ; they have won 
on their own merits nnd by their own exer- 
tions the right to treatment on a luiala of 
full nnd frank equality. Tbe overwhelming 
mass of our people cherish a lively regard 
and respect tor tbe people of Japan, and In 
almost every quarter of tho union the 
stranger from Japan 1b treated na he de- 
aerves ; that la, ho la treated as the stranger 
from nny part of civilized Europe I* and 
deserves to be treated. Hut here and there 
« most unworthy feeling baa manifested It- 
■elf toward the Japanese — tbe feeling thnt 
has been shown in shutting" them out from 
tho, common schools lu San Francisco, and 
In muttering* ngainat them In one' or two 
other place*, because of their eiiiclency a* 
workers. To abut them out from the pub- 
lic school* Is n wicked absurdity, when 
there aro no first clnss college* In tho laud, 
Including tbe universities nnd colleges of 
California, which do not gladly welcome 
Jnpaneao students and on which Juimnese 
students do not reflect credit. We havo as 
much to learn from Jnpnu as Japan' has to 
learn from us; and no nation It lit to (each 
unless It Ib alBo wIIIIdk to lenrn. Through- 
out Japan Americana are well trented, and 
any fnlluro on tho pnrt of Americans nt 
home to treat the Japanese with a like 
courtesy and cons) deration 11* by juat so 
much a confession of Inferiority In our civ- 
ilization. 

I recommend to 'the Congre«i«liat nn act 
bo mi used specifically provldlugBpr the nat- 
urallziitlon of Jnpniic*o W bn (■« here In- 
tending to becomo American erMens, Ono 
or the great embarrassments atwdltur tho 
performance of our lateraatlonal»llgutlons

States nro entirely Inadequate. Tm*v fall to

Last August an Innurrectlon bi-oUe out la 
(Juki which It speeMly grow evident that 
the existing Cub.in government was power- 
less lo quell. Thl* government was re- 
peatedly naked by tbe then L'nban govern- 
ment to Intervene, nnd finally was not I lied 
by tbe President of Cuba that he Intended 
to resign; that hi* decision was Irrevocable; 
that none of tin; other constitutional nthrcrs 
would consent to carry on 4 tbo government, 
nnd thnt be was puwertess to maintain or- . 
der. It wns evident tbnt chnos was Im- 
pending, nnd there wns every probability 
that If steps were not tinmcdlateVy token by# 
this government lo try to rest nro order,* the 
representatives of various European nation* 
In the Island would apply to their respective 
government* for armed Intervention In or- 
der to protect the lives and property of 
their citizens. ' Thanks to tbe preparcdnest 
of our nnvy, I wns able Immediately to . 
send enough shins to Culm to proven t tbo 
situation from becoming hopeless; and I 
furthermore dispatched to Cuba the Secre- 
tary of Wnr nnd U'e As*-1stnnt Secretary of 
State, in order that they might grapple with 
the situation on the ground. 

When the election hns been held and thn 
new govern in i 1 nt Inaugurated, In peaceful 
anil orderly fashion the provisional govern- 
ment will come to an end. I take this op- 
portunity of expressing anon ltobalf of the 
American people, with all possible solem- 
u Ity. our most earnest hope thnt the people 
of Cuba will realize the Imperative need of 
preserving Justice and keeping order In tho 
Island. Tbe United State* wishes nothing 
of Cuba except that It shall pros per morally 
and materially, and wishes nothing of the 
Cubans flavo that they shall be able to pre- 
serve order among themselves nnd therefore 
to preserve their Independence. 

The Ciinri-rence at Itlo, 

In many parts of South America there 
ha* lieen much misunderstanding of the at- 
titude and purposes of the United State* 
'Inward the other American republics. An 
Idea had become prevalent that our inser- 
tion of the .Monroe doctrine Implied, or car- 
ried with It, nn assumption of superiority, 
and of n right to exercise some kind of 
protectorate over the countries tn whose, 
territory that iloclrlnc applies. Nothing 
could- Isj farther from the truth. Vet that 
impression continued to be n rcrloua bar- 
rier to good understanding, to friendly In- 
tercourse, to the Iniriitluctton of American 
r n pi La I and the extension of American trade. 
The Impression wa* so widespread that up- 
pnrently It could not be reached by any 
ordinary menus. s,. 

It wns part of Secretary l.oot'i mission 
to dispel this unfounded Impression, nnd 
there is Just cause to believe that ho has 
succeeded. 

Trln to I'nnnnin. 

1 have Just returned from a trip to Pan- 
nma nnd shall report lo yon at length later 
on tho whole subject of the Panama canal. 

The Aliceelrnn Cmivuntltin. 

Tho Algcrlms convention, which was 
signed by the United Stan.* a* well ns by 
most of the power* of Europe, supercedes 
the previous convention or ISSU, which wa* 
also signed both by the United States and 
a majority of the European powers. Thla 
treaty confer* ' upon us count commercial 
rights with all European countries, and doe* 
not entail a single obligation of any kind 
upon us, nnd I earnestly hope it may be 
speedily ratified. To icfuse to ratify It 
would merely mean that we forfeited our 
commercial right* In .V^mcco and wool/1 not 
achlere nnothcr objerf of-aay— kind.-- fn tho — 
event of ouch refusal we would be left for 
the ftrat time In n hundred and twenty 
years without any commercial treaty with 
Morocco; and this at a time when we are 
everywhere peeking new markets and out 
leta for trade. 

Protection at Fur Senls. 

The tawa for the protection of the seals 
within the Jurisdiction of the United States 
need revision and amendment, in case we 
aro compelled to abandon the hope of male-' 
ing arrangements with other governments 
to put an end to tbe hideous cruelty now 
Incident to pelagic sealing, It will he a 
ouestlnn fur your serious consideration uuw 
far wo should continue lo protect and main- 
tain the seal herd mi land with the result 
of tout In u ing aucb a practice, and whether 
It Is not better to end the practice by ex- 
terminating the herd ourselves In the most 
humane way possible. 

Wnr for the niiclit. 

It must ever lie kept lu mliid that war 
Is not merely Justlllahle, but Imperative, 
upon honorable men, upon an honorable na- 
tion, wltero peace can only he obtained, by 
the nocrltlce of conscientious conviction oz 
of national welfare. Peace Is normally a 
great good, and normally It coincides with 
rlghteousne** ; but It Is righteousness nnd 
not pence which should bind (lie conscience 
of a nation ns It should bind the conscience 
or an individual ; and neither a nation nor 
an Individual can surrender conscience to 
another's keeping. Neither enn a nation, 
which Is an entity, and which doe* not die 
a* Individuals die. refrain from taking 
thought for the' Interest or the generation* 
thnt aro lo come, no les* thnn for the in- 
terest of the general Ion of to-day ; and no 
public men have a right, whether from 
shorlilphtednesa, from ' sclllah Indifference, 
or from sent (men tn I Ity. to Hacrlllce national 
Interest* which nre vital In character, A 
Ju*t war Is In the long run far better ror & 
nation's *oul thnn the most prosperous pence 
obtained by acquiescence In wrong or In- 
justice. Moreover, though It Is criminal 
ror a nation not to prepare tot war, bo 
that It may escnne the dreadful con*c- 
quences of being defeated In wnr, yet It 
must always be remembered that even to 
lie defeated In war may be far lietter thnn 
not to hnvo fought nt nil. As hna been well 
and llncly said, a beaten nation Is nut nec- 
essarily a disgraced nation : but the nation 
or man l* disgraced U the obligation to de- 
fend right U shirked. 

Wo should ns n nation do everything In 
our power tor the cause of honorable peace. 
Nothing would mote promote Iniquity, noth- 
ing; would further defer the reign upon 
earth of pence and righteousness, thnn for 
tbo free und enlightened 'peoples which, 
though with much stumbling nnd many 
shortcomings, nevertheless atrlvo toward 
Justice, deliberately to rejidor themselves 
powerless while leaving every despotism and , 
barbarism armed and able to work tbelr 
wicked will. Tho chance for the settlement 
of disputes peacefully, by arbitration, now 
depends mainly upon the iwaseaslon by tbe 
nation* that mean to do right of putllcleut 
nrmed strength to make their purposo ef- 
fective. 

The Army nnd Nnvy. 

I do not nsk thitt WQ continue to Increase 
otir navy. I a*k merely that It bo main- 
tained nt Us present ntveuKih; ami vhln can 
be dono only If we replace thn -obsolete, and 
outworn ships by new nnd good ones, the 
equal* of any -afloat In any navy. To stop 
building ships for one year means that for 
thnt year tho. navy goes back Instead of 
forward. In both. the army and tho navy 
there Is urgent need that everything pos- 
sible should lie done to maintain the high- 
cut standard for tho personnel, alike ns- re- 
gards tho olllcers and the enlisted men. For 
years: prior to. the Spanish; wnr. the accre- 
tnrlea of war were praised ch lolly If they 
practiced economy; which -bcoiiouty,' espe- 
cially In connection with the qua nominator, 
commissary, and medical departments, was 
directly responsible for. moBt of ' the. mis- . 
management' thnt occurred In; the w«r. Itself 
— nntl parenthetically bo It observed that 
the very peoplo' \vtu> clamored for tbo mis- 
directed economy In the Itrat plnco wort 
foremost to -deaouarc the mlnmannccmcnt, 
loss, nnd -Buffering' which', wore prlninvJly 
duo to thlB." same mladlreelcd economy and •' 
to the tack' of prcpuratlon.lt Involved.
